A full-report was received from the 
committee on hotel and steps will be 
taken in the near future to incorpo- 
rate nnd then raise the money for 
stock among the people of Newport.

ANOTHER BEACH 
PROPOSITION 


At a public meeting under the au- 


epices of the Newport Beach Com- 
mission, Mr. C..Grant LaFarge, a dis- 
tinguished New York architect and a 
former Newport boy, presented the 
plans that ho had drawn' for devel- 
opment of the Beach under the di- 
rection of the Easton'a Beach Asso- 
ciation. 
This organiaztion is com- 


posed of a number of Newporters who 
do not believe in the development of 
the Beach along the lines of thc past 
ten years. The Association was char- 
tered some months ago, and a large 
amount of thc capital stock has been 
pledged so the Company expects to 
ha in a strong financial condition if 
it secures a lease of the Beach. 


Mr- LaFarge'explained his plan for 


the Beach nt length. He advocated 
ample balhing facilities, public and 
private; 
a proper npproch, a play- 


ground for the children, n restaurant, 
music, a place to dance, some provi- 
sion for games such as volley ball 
and, perhaps, termis, motor parking 
space, public comfort station, and an 
absolutely sanitary disposal of wastes, 
a laundry, and some shops. 
He ad- 


vocated the abolition of all other 
amusements than those stated. 


He estimated the cost of develop- 


ing the Beach along the lines of his 
plan at about $400,000, not all ot 
which need be expended at once, as 
the development could'be gradual. 
His plan called for fireproof construc- 
tion, preferably of red brick, with a 
high wall on the north side. The pri- 
vate bathing section at the west end 
should be torn down and the main 
entrance to the Beach placed there, 
with shelter for trolley car passen- 
gers-. The private section would then 
be carried along further to the east 
and the auto parking space should be 
near. 


TEN.&UNUTE 8CHEDUL1! 


The local street railway will in- 


stitute a ten-minute schedule on its 
line from the Mile Corner to Karri- 
son. avenue, beginning on Sunday. 
Whether it will be possible to operate 
on this schedule remains to be seen, 
but the experience with the ono-man 
cars would hardly seem to warrant 
any such expectation.
